(Safeguarding of National Security ) Rules, 1961. 
(ii) These Rules apply to all persons serving in connection with 

the affairs of this State . 
2 . In these Rules ; (a ) Government Servant means Any person in 

the service of the Kerala State Government and under 
its rule making control whether for the time being in 

foreign service or not ; 
(b ) Head of Department means any authority who is the 

Head of a Department ; 
( c) Competent authority means (a ) in relation to the Govern 

ment servants appointed by the Head of a Department or 
by any authority subordinate to the head of the Depart 
ment, the Head of the Department ; and (b ) in relation 

to any other Government servant, the Governor . 
3. Where the Governor is of opinion that a Government servant is 
engaged , or reasonably suspected to be engaged in subversive acti 
vities or is associated with others in subversive activities and that his 
retention in the Public Service is , on that account, prejudicial to 
national security , the Governor may make an order compulsorily 
retiring such Government servant. 
4. Before an order under Rule ( 3) is made, 
(a ) the competent authority shall, by notice in writing inform 

the Government servant of the action proposed to be 
taken in regard to him and give him an opportunity to 
make to the Governor within such period as niay be 
specified in the notice, any representation in writing 

against that action ; and 
(b) the Governor shall take into consideration the representation 

if any so made by him . 
5. Where action proposed to be taken in regard to a Government 
servant, the competent authority shall place the Government servant 

der suspension , provided that if the Governinent servant so wishes 
• competent authority shall, before placing him under suspension , 
rmit him to proceed on such leave asmay then be admissible to him 
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6. Nothing contained in Part V and VI of the Kerala Civil Service 
( Clarification , Control and Appeal) Rules, 1960 shall apply to or in 
respect of any action taken or proposed to be taken under these Rules . 

* 7. It shall not be necessary for the Governor to consult the State 
Public Service Commission in respect of any order passed under 
these Rules. 

8. Any person compulsorily retired from service under Rule 3 shall 
be entitled to such compensation pension , gratuity or provident fund 
benefits which would have been : admissible to him under the rules 
applicable , based on the date of such retirement, if he had been 
discharged from service due to the abolition of his post without any 
alternative suitable employment_being provided .

ORDER 
In the G. O. read as third paper above, Government have issued 
orders sanctioning financial assistance to paddy cultivators who have 
sustained loss due to the recent floods . The District Collector , Alleppey 
in his letter read as fourth paper above has raised the following points 
for clarification : 
(1) the procedure to be followed in assessing the loss of culti. 

vation ; 
( ii) the rate of interest for the loan , the number of instalments 

for re-payment and the period of the loan ; 
( ii ) whether any surety is to be insisted upon and if so what 

shall be its nature and extent ; 
(iv) whether an agreement is to be executed , and if so in which 

form , and 
( v) the minimum amount of subsidy to be given . 

Government after careful consideration of the matter are pleased 
to issue the following orders : 
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( 1) The procedure to be followed in assessing the loss of cultivation. 
The procedure ordered in the G. O.read as second paper above will 
hold good in the case of the application received under the G. O. read 
as third paper above. In this connection , Government wish to make 
it clear that the assistance sanctioned in the G. O. read as third paper 
above should be given to the ryots as expeditiously as possible and that it 
should not be delayed for the observation of formalities . 

(2 ) Rate of interest for the loan and the number of instalments for re 
payment of loan . — The loan referred to in the G. O. read as third paper 
above evidently comes under “ short term loans " . 

So for the purpose 
of the application of the G. O. the rate of interest prescribed for loans 
for manures and seeds and for raising additional crops, ie., 6 3/4 % per 
annum will be followed . The recovery of loan will also be made on 
the same lines as prescribed for other short term loans . 

(3 ) Is any surety to be insisted upon and if so what shall be its nature 
and extent. 

(4) Should an agreement be executed, if so in which form . - To safeguard 
the interests of Government, it is necessary to get agreements executed . 
The form of agreement and surety prescribed under short term loans 
will , therefore, be followed in the case of the applications received 
urider the G. O.read as third paper above. 

(5 ) The minimum amount of subsidy to be given .-- According to the 
Government Order read as third paper above, the subsidy of Rs. 20 
per acre is to be given to those ryots who own one acre or less . Hence 
it is evident that in cases where the area affected is less than one acre, 
the subsidy will be reduced in proportion to the reduction in the area . 
The above principle will, therefore, be followed .

(BLIND, DEAF AND DUMB) 
I. Only Schools recognised by the Director of Public Instruction 
are eligible for Government grants . 

II. The amount of annual grant payable to a School for the 
defectives for any year will be equal to the salary and allowances 
actually paid to the staff members as rer list and rates approved by the 
Education Department. 

The grant so payable in any one year will normally be based on 
the expenditure for the preceding year and income, if any. The 
Management shall submit to the Director of Public Instruction through 
the District Educational Officer concerned not later than the 15th May 
of cach year, a financial statement in the form prescribed for the 
purpose by the Thanam shomoy hot have the mostreynathea 


a competent auditor. The Director of Public Instruction shall fixe up 
the grant and the grant-in -aid shall be drawn on a bill countersigned 
by th District Educational Officer. 
Note : 1. The scale of pay of a teacher in a Handicapped School 

will be the same as that of a S. S. L. C. trained 

teacher under Government service . 
2. The teachers will also be eligible for Dearness Allowance 

like Government School teachers on the same scales 

of pay . 
3. Teachers granted permanent exemption from prescribed 

qualifications are also eligible for the scales of pay 

and Dearness Allowance . 
4. Teachers who are not qualified and who are given 
12 temporary exemption can only draw the minimum 

in the scale or what they were drawing under the 
Management whichever is greater. They will not be 
eligible for increments until and unless they acquire 

the prescribed qualifications: 
III. The amount of boarding grant payable to a School will be 
two-thirds of the actual expenditure not exceeding that calculated on 
the basis of the monthly rate sanctioned for a pupil of a handicapped 
school maintained by Government. 
Note : 1. Pupils whose parents are in receipt of an annual income 

exceeding Rs. 1,000 will not be cligible for any 

boarding grant. 
2. In support of a claim for grant for the first time in 

respect of every pupil, an income certificate should 
be produced from the Tahsildar of the Taluk to which 

the pupil belongs. 
IV . The amount of building and equipment grant payable to a 
School will be limited to one-third of the expenditure incurred , in 
accordance with the estimates and specifications approved by the 
Department. The building and equipment grants will be sanctioned 
by Government. Detailed instructions regarding payment of building 
and equipment grants and the monetary limit will be laid down by 
* Government. 

V. The amount of maintenance grant payable to a School will be 
fixed in accordance with the rules applicable to other normal aided 
schools in the State subject to such modifications as the Government 
may make. 

: VI. Every application for grant sha!l be made in the prescribed 
" form and shall contain a declaration signed by the Management to the 

effect that the conditions of grant laid down in the grant-in - aid rules 
are being and shall continue to be fully observed and that the manage 
ment will give all facilities for inspection of the institution by the 
Director of Public Instruction or persons authorised by him .

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VII. No institution for which a grant is given under these rules 
shall be allowed to spend any portion of the grant for purposes other 
than those for which it is paid . Any portion of the grant utilised for a 
purpose other than the purpose for which it was paid shall be refunded 
to Government and the institution will also forfeit_its claim for a future 
grant. 

VIII. Institutions which receive grants from Government of India , 
or other public sources for any particular purposes for which the 
institutions are eligibe for grant- in -aid from Government, will not 
ordinarily be eligible for a grant from Government for the same 
purpose . Where however, a grant is given , grants from such sources , 
should be taken into account when fixing the amount of grant .

AWARD 
The industrial dispute between Sri C. P. Nanu , Pro . 
prietor , Sadhu Beedi Branch, Diarmadam and their work 
men represented by the Secretary , Tellicberry Beedi 
Thozhilali Union , Tellicherry was referred to this court for 
adjudication by order No. 51694 /L5,61 /HLD of the Health 
and Labour Department of the Government of Kerala dated 
29-6-1961 and the only issue referred to adjudication is the 
question of disinissal of Shri N. K. Damudaran . 
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2- The union filed their statement on 22-7-1961 . In the 
statement of the union it is contended that the worker 
N. K Damodaran was under Sri C. P. Nanu for 5 years and 
he was dismissed on 5-12-1960 without any reas in whatsoever. 
He was a 

permanent employee under the proprietor 
and he was getting daily Rs. 2.50. The union contends that his 
dismissal is arbitrary and unjust and the worker has to be 
reinstated with back wages and continuity of service . The 
management filed their reply statement on 2-9-1961. In the 
reply statement it is contended that the Proprietor took 
licence for beedi manufacture only in the year 1960 and 
actually work was started only from 21-3-1960 and Damodaran 
Started work under him only after 21-3 1960. He was not a 
permanent wo ker under the management. He was only a 
temporary hand . He was paid at the rate of Rs. 1-14-0 for roll 
ing ticousa d beedies and whenever jri Nanu had work Sri 
Damodaran used to come for work and roll beedies and he 
used to be paid wages at the rate of Rs. 1-14-0 per 1000 beedies. 
Suri Nanu contends that he has not dismissed Dainodaran at 
any tine. He stopped coming for Work approximately one 
month earlier to 5-12 1960. He picked up quarrel with a co 
worker and stopped coming for work as he thought it unsafe 
to come for work again . At the close of the service he 
absented for two months. The minagement contends that 
the worker has worked only about 4 ironths under him 
and the worker stopped con ing at his own will. He contends 
that he worker is not etitled to any relief. The union filed 
a rejoinder controverting the management allegations . 

3. The union examined WW1 and 2. The management 
examined MW1and marked Exis . Mi. 

4. The short point that arises for consideration is the 
question whether Damodaran 

was disa issed by the pro 
prietor or he stopped going for work . WW1 is Sari 
N. K Damodaran , the dist.ssed worker. He stated in his 
evidence that he had worked under Shri C. P. Nanu for 5 
years and he was dimissed on 5-12-1960 wit out any justifiable 
reasons. He stated that it is Nanu who appointed and paid him 
his wages . He admitted hat he was ill for 2 mon hs and was 
undergoing treatment. But he stated even during illness he 
was alten tiig work . WW2 is one Shri Vasu , a coolie in the 
suburbs of the Beedi Factury at Dharmadam . He stated that 
Damodaran was working under Nanu for adut 5 years and as a 
neighbour he was seeking Damodaran attending work every day 
MW1 is Nanu . He proved Ext. Mi the licence. The licence is 
dated -3-1560 . He stated in his evidence that he got the licence 
only on 8-3-1964 and he started work only on 21-3-1960. 
Domodaran joined him a few days after 21-3. 1960 . Without a 
licence it is not permissible under law to manufacture be dies . 
So Nanu must have started the beedi manufacture only after 
getting li.ence on 6-3-1960. The case of Nanu is that this 
Damodaran picked up a quarrel with Mangayil Sreedharan and 
left the place and there atter he never came for work . Of course 
this is denied by the worker. Nanu must have started beedi 


manufactare only after licence dated in 1960, IL is admitted by 
the worker that he has not wo ked after 5-12-1960 . So in all 
probability the worker must have worked under Nanu for a 
period of 8 or 9 months. It is also admitted by the worker that 
he was ill for two months during this period . Butthe worker 
stated that inspite of the sickness he was attending to his work . 
This also appears very is probable . It is probable that he has 
ceased to come for work 2 months prior fo 5-12-1900. The 
version spoken by Nanu that the worker picked up aquarrel 
with another co-worker and thereafter he ceased to come for 
work appears to be correct. If it is really a case of dismissal 
it is not known why the union did not issue any notice to the 
management pointing out the fact of dismissal. Nothing written 
has passed between the union and the mana ement. The subse 
quent development to make this matter an industrial dispute is 
only an after thought. The version spoken to by Nanu that the 
worker Damodaran left the place after the picking up a quarrel 
with Mangayil Sreed aran appears to be correct. I find that 
Darmodaran was not dismissed by Nanu . He abandoned his 
work . This is not a case of dis nissal but one of abandopment 
of work by the worker. The worker is not entitled to any re ief. 
No costs . I pass the award as stated above and the same shall 
become enforceable after 30 days of its publication in the 
Government Gazette .

AWARD 
The above industrial dispute was referred to Industrial 
Tribunal, Trivandrum for adjudication by the Govern dent of 
Travancore - Cochin in their Order No. L2-10011 /55 / D ) dated 
28-5-1953 . It was peading there as I. D. 97/5 ). Subsequently 
this dispute was withdrawn from the files of that court and 
referred to the In lustrial Tr bunal, Alleppey uy Govern vent 
Order No. LDis . 10011 /55 / DD dated 3-5-1936 under Section 
10 (1) (c ) of the ladustrial Disputes let. Afterwards this 
dispute was transferred to this court for adjudication . 

2. The union s case as put forward in their claiin stats. 
ment was this . The Travancora Coir s actory workers, Union , 
Alleppey (herein after referred to as the Union) is a registered 

G.4178 


Trade Union of workers employed in the Coir Industry in the 
Ambalapuzha aluk and represents the majority of workers 
employed in M / s. Poopally Coir Mills dismissed 22 carpet 
weavers without any reason whatsoever. Out of these workers 
the union represents only eighteen whose names are mentioned 
in the annexure to the order of relerence. They were in the 
service of themanagementeversince the inception of the factory . 
The union took up the matter and tried to settle it at the 

actory level. The union representativesmet the manageme it 
four times. Direct negotiations huving failed, the union wrote 
to the labour officer, Alleppey seeking his intervention . On 
19-4-1955 , the Labour Officer, Alleppey suinm aed a conference 
in which Shri V. K. Balakrishnan, Mauager of the factory 
attended . The conference was adjourned to meet a ain on 
21-4-1955. No selllement was possible on 21-4-1955. The 
matter was taken up by the Assistant Labour Commissioner, 
Alle pey. He held conlerences on 5-3-1955, 6-5-1357, 7-5-1955 
and 11-7-1955. In the first conference the management wanted 
an adjourament and ia the 2nd conte.ence the ndoa gec dit sot 
participate . In the 3rd conference on 7-5-1935 the manager 
came and expres ed his inability to participale . Tne 4th 
conference was held on 11-7-195 ) with two sittings on the same 
day. In all these conterence the management took up an 
un Onciliatory aliitude .On the cate of dismissal these workers 
had abuu nine mon hs sea vice. Hence their retreuchment is 
unjus ifiable and illegal. It is victimisation pure and simple. 
Therefore the union prayed that the auove said workers be 
reinstated with compensation from their date oi dismissal and 
that the union should also be awarded their costs. The 
management in their counter stat ment contended as follows: 
Shri Cheriy in Thomas the proprietor touk over the factory 
aid prem ses belonging to M / s Empre Coir works Lid., 
Alleppey aad started his concern ou 7-9 195 t. Since he was 
only a beginner in the business an therders from forei n 
buyers were few and lar between, he was bound to be careful 
in en aging the workmen from tune to time. It so happened 
that he gut some orders for car , eis. The above said oruers 
were comparatively very small in volume when compared to 
mattings and he was therefore compelled to be very careiul in 
engaging wurk.ea for tue same we put up a notice on 
9--1954 , inviting a few casual workers for temporary work and 
for a temporary period . In pursuance of this notice a few 
workmen were engaged temporarily for a lew days from 9 -y - 1954 
and at the initi l siage no one of he ei h een rererred to above 
was engaged. The hrst temporary work lasted up to 18-11-1354 
and all the workmen who were taken jor that work were dis 
charged on the evening of 18-11-1954 The above- Said discharge 
was effected pursuant to a notice put up by the management on 
18-11-1951 iiSeif. On 23-11-195 + ai oiher notice was put up 
inviting some casual workers for another item of carpet work 
and accordin.ly a few workmen were engaged on toal day . 
They were discharged on 28-12-1934 im . edistely at er tu.at 
work was finished. From 29-12-195 + up till 26-1-1935 there has 
not been any work . The proprietor received a third instalment 


of orders for carpets on 27-1-1955 , for which he again put up a 
notice on the same date . Itwas again speifically stated in that 
notice thai the work was temporary and the engagement was 
casual. In pursuance of this notice a few workmen were employ 
ed and they continued their worl:, till 15-2-1935 on which date 
they were also discharged. There was no work from 16-2-1955 
til] 10-4-1955 . On 11-4-1955 there 
was work only 

for 
42 carpet weavers of whom hirty were taken on 11-4-1955 and 
12 were takt n on 12 -1-1915. At the time of engagement 
of the thirty workmen , they were taken for fifteen day ; and 
the twelve work nen were taken for two weeks and accord 
ingly they were working. In view of the above facts and 
circumstances , there was neither the scope nor the necessity 
to dismiss or discharge any one or all of the workmen referred 
to in the annexure . These workmen have never been in his 
service at any time on permanent basis por was an assurance 
given that they would be made permanent. There was no 
necessity for any negotiation except to cow down the proprietor 
by the stren th of the urion with a view to force these eighteen 
people upon him by threat or voilence . The union , knowing 
as it did that these people were casual workmen , temporarily 
engaged for a temp rary period for specific work has no right 
to insist upon the proprietor and force the workmen upon him . 
The proprietor was all along ready and willing to place this 
matter before the authorities concerned and settle the issue 
Then and there . He could not concede any of the suggestions 
made by the union as it was unjustifiable and illegal. Even in 
the case of temporary workmen he was following the principle 
of last come first go and several other factors necessary to 
saleguard industrial peace. Un these grounds ihe manage nent 
submitted that the non - engagement of the workers is justifiable. 
Regardi ig issue (ii) the management submitted that the above 
workmen are not entitled to be reinstated nor can they legi 
timately claim any compensation . Most of them were and are 
engaged elsewhere. Of the eighteen workmen , three are the 
permanent workers of an English firin at Alleppey and une of 
thein is a workman of Cucocarpet and Rug manufacturing 
Company, Shertali. The others also the management submit:ed , 
are employed els where. Therefore the management urged that 
both the stues should be found in their favour and their costs 
awarded . In the rejoinder filed by the union , they have refuted 
all the management allegations . The Learned Al eppey Tribunal 
passed an award on 14-6-1958 and submitte : the Saine to the 
Government and the award was published in the Kerala Govern 
nient Gazette dated 1st July , 1955. The proprietor aggrieved by 
this preferred writ application No. 487738 to quash the award 
and their Lordships Justice G. Kumarapillai and Justice 
M. S. Menon quashed the award and remanded the matter for 
fresh uispusal according to the directions contained in the order 
or The High Court. After remand the union adduced their 
evidene and the matter came up formanage.nent evidence also 
on a few occasions. Finally the matter was posted to 25-11-1961 
for evidence and argument at the Alleppey camp court . The 
matter was fully discussed in court before the representatives of 


parties and their advocates. After a full discussion of the 
various inatters involved in the case it was possible to adjust 
thematter . The management agr.ed to re- employ 3 of the 
18 persons of their choice from 1-1-1962 . Tie rest of the 15 
workers will be given Rs. 50 /towards comuersation . The 
management also agreed to pay all these amounts due without 
any delay The union agreed to this. 

3. This matter was pending from 28-5-1955 and perhaps 
is the oldest dispute pending disposal now . It 

was first 
referred to Trivandrum Industrial Tribunal and then it was 
re -referred to the Alleppey Industrial Tribunal. After the 
remand order of the High Court again the matter was trans 
ferred to this court. The parties were very keenly conte ting 
the matter . This compromise was reached due to extreme 
magnanimity and fair mindedness shown by both parties. 
The representatives of boih parties and their advocates have 
contributed a good deal in reaching this settlement. I hope 
this settlement will open a new era of cordial relationship in 
the establishment. I pass the award on terms and conditions 
given in the deed of settlement given below as Annexure and 
the same will become enforceable after 30 days of its publi 
cation in the Government Gazette .

COCHIN RULES, 1961. 
S. R. O. No. 259/61. In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Sections 14 (d) and 29 (2 ) of the Cochin Abkari Act, 1 of 1077, the 
Government of Kerala hereby make the following rules for the establish 
ment of bonded warehouses for the storage in bond of non -duty paid 
Indian made foreign liquors manufactured elsewhere in India and 
imported into the State of Kerala , namely : 
1 (a ) These rules shall be called the Foreign Liquor (Storage in 

Bond ) Cochin Rules , 1961.. 
(b ) They shall come into force atonce . 
2. In these rules : 

(i) " Act " means the Cochin Abkari Act, I of 1077 ; 
( ii) " bonded warehouse ” means a warehouse where foreign 

liquor is stored in bond ; 
( iii) “ excise supervision " means the supervision by the members 

of the staff of the Excise Department appointed in that 

behalf by a competent authority ; 
(iv) “ form ” means a form appended to these rules ; 
(v ) " officer- in -charge " means an Officer appointed for the 

purpose of supervising the operations at a bondeci 

warehouse ; 
( vi) " to store foreign liquor in bond ” with all its grammatical 

variations means to store, deposit or keep foreign 
liquor in a bonded warehouse without payment of the 

excise duty payable thereon . 
3 (a ) Any wholesale foreign liquor licensee desiring to store in bond 
foreign liquor shall make an application for a license in that behalf to 
the Commissioner of Excise through the concerned officer-in -charge of 
the Excise Division . The application shall contain the following 
particulars, namely : 

( 1) name and address of the applicant in the case of a firm 

or company, the names and addresses of the partners or 

directors should be furnished) ; 
( 2) name and address of the place where foreign liquor is 

to be stored in bond together with the description and 
the correct plan of the building or rooms to be used 

as a warehouse in triplicate ; 
(3) the maximum quantity of each kind of foreign liquor 

required to be stored in bond at any one time ; 
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(4 ) the date from which the applicant desires to store foreign 

liquor in bond ; 
( 5 ) whether the applicant is prepared to deposit the amount 

of security fixed by the Commissioner of Excise as a 
guarantee for the observance of the provisions of the 

Act and the rules and orders made thereunder ; 
(6 ) whether the applicant holds a wholesale license granted 

under the Cochin Foreign Liquor Rules. 
(b ) The applicant shall execute an agreement in Form A under 
taking to abide by the provisions of the Act and the Rules and orders 
made thereunder and the conditions of the license and also agreeing 
to pay the prescribed duty therefor . 

4 (a ) On receipt of the application under rule 3 , the Officer-in 
charge of the Excise Division shall verify the particulars given therein 
and satisfy himself that the building or rooms of the warehouse 
conform to the requirements of rule 6. Hemay make such enquiries 
as he deems necessary and if he sees no objection to permitting the 
applicant to store in bond foreign liquor at the place specified in the 
application , he shall forward the application to the Commissioner of 
Excise with his recommendation . 

(b ) On receipt of the application under sub -rule (a ) the Com 
missioner of Excise may , if he is satisfied that there is no objection to 
the grant of the license applied for grant the applicant a license as 
provided in rules 14 and 15 subject to the condition that the applicant 
deposits such amount of security asmay be fixed by the Commissioner 
of Excise. 

5. The Commissioner of Excise shall retain the originals of the 
description and plan referred to in rule 3 forward the duplicate thereof 
to the officer- in -charge through the Officer-in - charge of the Excise 
Division and return the triplicate to the licensee. 

6. The building or rooms of the warehouse shall be strongly 
constructed of masonry or brick work . The windows of the building 
or rooms shall be fitted with malleable iron bars not less than three 
quarters of an inch in thickness , set notmore than four inches apart, 
and fixed in the masonry or brick work to a depth of at least two inches 
at each end . On the inside of each window there shall be securely 
fastened to the bars a stout wire netting, the apertures in which shall 
not exceed one inch in diameter . There shall be only one entrance 
to the building or main room of the warehouse and to each store room , 
respectively which must open into the warehouse enclosure, and the 
door of each shall be secured by an Excise ticket lock . 

7. All transactions pertaining to the receipt, transport, storage in 
bond and issues of foreign liquor shall be under excise supervision . 

8. The licensee shall not carry out such transactions on Sundays, 
and public holidays notified by Government, except with the permission 
of the officer - in - charge of the Excise Division . 

9 (a ) The Commissioner of Excise may appoint such staff at the 
bonded warehouse for excise supervision as he deems necessary . 

(b ) The average cost of the staff so appointed , including dearness 
allowance , uniform allowance and other compensatory allowances , 
together with pension and leave salary contributions calculated at such 


rates as may be prescribed by Government from time to time will be 
recovered in advance at the beginning of everymonth from the licensee . 

10. Foreign liquor shall not, save with the permission of the Com 
missioner of Excise, be stored , deposited or kept in the bonded 
warehouse except in full corked bottles duly scaled or capsuled . 

11 (1) No Foreign liquor stored in the bonded warehouse shall be 
issued to any person or removed therefrom to any other place , except 
under cover of a pass granted in this behalf and on payment of the 
excise duty due on such removal or issue. 

(2) If the licensee wants to issue or remove any quantity of 
foreign liquor from the bonded warehouse, he shall make an application 
to the Officer-in -charge of the Excise Division through the Officer- in 
charge in that behalf. 

12. The licensee shallmaintain from day to day in ink correct 
and true accounts of foreign liquor received in , issued from and held 
in balance at, the bonded warehouse. The account shall be maint 
ained in form B. W. II . He shall also keep an Inspection Note Book 
with pages numbered consecutively for inspecting officers to enter their 
remarks in it . 

13. Any loss in the foreign liquor stored in bond or issued there 
from if found excessive by the Commissioner of Excise and not satis 
factorily accounted for by the licensee shall be liable to the Excise duty 
at the full rates payable thereon . Excise duty on breakages exceeding 
one per cent shall be paid by the licensee . 

14. A licence for the storage in bond of foreign liquor shall be 
in form B. W. I. 

15. The fee for the grant of a license in the form prescribed in 
rule 14 shall be one hundred rupees per annum or part thereof. 

16. Such license shall not be granted for a period beyond the 31st 
March next following the date of its commencement. 

17. The licensee shall be bound by the general conditions appli 
cable to all abkari licenses and the conditions applicable to foreign 
liquor licensees , as notified by Government, from time to time, as far as 
they concern him . 

18. The licensee shall observe and keep all the rules applicable 
to warehouses generally and for the issue of foreign liquor, prescribed 
by Government and also all such further rules as may be made under 
the Act from time to time. 

19. The licensee shall be bound by such departmental orders 
affecting warehouse keepers as may be issued from time to time. 

20. The licensee is prohibited from holding within the area 
covered by this license any interest in the retail vend of foreign liquor 
or in the vend of other intoxicating liquors and from employing any 
such persons who has such interest. This prohibition does not extend 
to the wholesale supply of foreign liquor to licensed vendors within the 
State on payment of duty , taxes and fees due to Government and on 
the strength of the permit issued by the ollicer in charge of the Excise 
Division . 


21. All Excise Officers of and above the rank of Inspectors shall 
have authority to inspect the warehouse and to check the accounts . 

22. In the case of import under bond of foreign liquors the 
licensee shall first obtain an import permit from the Officer -in -charge 
of the Excise Division . The application for permit shall contain the 
following particulars: 

( a ) the name of the person desiring to make the import ; 
(b ) the quantity and the description of liquor proposed to be 

imported ; 
( C ) 

the place from which it is proposed to be imported ; 
( d ) the route of transport ; 

(e ) the period for which the permit is to be current. 

It shall be the duty of the licensee to see that in all cases the 
cxporter sends an advice of issue to the Commissioner of Excise and the 
Officer- in -charge of the Excise Division where the warehouse is situated 
and the Officer-in -charge of the warehouse . This advice must contain 
the following particulars : 

( 1) quantity in litres ; 
( 2) strength ; 
( 3 ) 

equivalent in proof litres ;

(5) particulars of the consignment from which the liquors 

were bottled along with the number and date of the 

distillery permit, if any ; 
( 6 ) number and date of the import permit issued by 

the Officer -in -charge of the Excise Division ; 
(7) number and date of the export permit issued by the 

Excise authority at the place of export. 
23. The consignment shall not be broken in bulk in transit and 
shall be open to verification at any time by an Abkari Officer not 
below the rank of an Excise Inspector. No consignment shall be 
opened at the destination except after it is first opened and verified by 
the Officer referred to above, 

24. Under no circumstances shall any license obtained under this 
notification be , sold , transferred or sub -rented without the previous 
sanction of the Commissioner of Excise . 

25. Infraction of any of the conditions of the license or of thesc 
rules either by a licensee or by any person in his employment shall 
entail on the licensee or the person in his employment or both a fine 
up to one hundred rupees for each such infraction , or the suspension or 
cancellation of the license and forfeiture of the fee or security paid by 
the licensee. The imposition of a fine will not stand as a bar to the 
prosecution of the licensee or the person in his employment for specific 
offences committed . The Commissioner of Excisc is competent to 
impose the fines and penalties .

(vi) " to store foreign liquor in bond” with all its grammatical 

variations means to store , deposit or keep foreign liquor 
in a bonded warehouse without payment of the excise 

duty payable thereon . 
3. (a ) Any wholesale foreign liquor licensee desiring to store in 
bond foreign liquor shall make an application for a license in that behalf 
to the Commissioner of Excise through the concerned officer in charge 
of the Excise Division . The application shall contain the following 
particulars, namely : 
(1 ) name and address of the applicant; (in the case of a firm or 
company the names and addresses 

partners or directors 
should be furnished) . 
(2 ) name and address of the place where foreign liquor is to be 

stored in bond together with the description and the correct 
plan of the building or rooms to be used as a warehouse in 

triplicate ; 
(3 ) the maximum quantity of each kind of foreign liquor required 

to be stored in bond at any one time ; 
(4 ) the date from which the applicant desires to store foreign 

liquor in bond ; 
(5 ) whether the applicant is prepared to deposit the amount of 

security fixed by the Commissioner of Excise as a guarantee 
for the observance of the provisions of the Act and the rules 

and orders made thereunder ; 
(6 ) whether the applicant holds a wholesale license granted under 

the Travancore Foreign Liquor Rules. 
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(b ) The applicant shall execute an agreement in Form A under 
taking to abide by the provisions of the Act and the Rules and orders 
made thereunder and the conditions of the license and also agreeing to 
pay the prescribed duty therefor . 

4. (a) On receipt of the application under rule 3, the Officer 
in charge of the Excise Division shall verify the particulars given there 
in and satisfy himself that the building or rooms of the warehouse 
conform to the requirements of rule 6. He may make such enquiries 
as he deems necessary and if he sees no objection to permitting the 
applicant to store in bond foreign liquor at the place specified in the 
application , he shall forward the application to the Commissioner of 
Excise with his recommendation . 

(b ) On receipt of the application under sub -rule 3 (a ) the Com 
missioner of Excise may if he is satisfied that there is no objection to 
the grant of the license applied for, grant the applicant a license as 
provided in rules 14 and 15 subject to the condition that the applicant 
deposits such amount of security as may be fixed by the Commissioner 
of Excise . 

5. The Commissioner of Excise shall retain the originals of the 
description and plan referred to in rule 3, forward the duplicate thereof 
to the Officer in charge through the Officer in charge of the Excise 
Division and return the triplicate to the licensee . 

6. The building or rooms of the warehouse shall be strongly 
constructed of masony or brick work . The windows of the building or 
rooms shall be fitted with malleable iron bars not less than three 
quarters of an inch in thickness, set not more than four inches apart, 
and fixed in the masonry or brick work to a depth of at least two inches 
at each end. On the inside of each window there shall be securely 
fastened to the bars a stout wire netting , the appertures in which shall 
not exceed one inch in diameter . There shall be only one entrance 
to the building ormain room of the warehouse and to each store room 
respectively which must open into the warehouse enclosure , and the 
door of each shall be secured by an Excise ticket lock . 

7. All transactions pertaining to the receipt, transport, storage in 
bond and issues of foreign liquor shall be under Excise supervision . 

8. The licensee shall not carry out such transactions on Sundays, 
and public holidays notified by Government, except with the permis 
sion of the officer in charge of the Excise Division . 

9. (a ) The Commissioner of Excise may appoint such staff at the 
bonded warehouse for excise supervision as he deems necessary . 

(b ) The average cost of the staff so appointed , including dearness 
allowance, uniform allowance and other compensatory allowances, 
together with pension and leave salary contributions calculated at such 
rates as may be prescribed by Government from time to time will be 
recovered in advance at the beginning of every month from the 
licensee. 

10. The Foreign Liquor shall not, save with the permission of 
the Commissioner of Excise , be stored , deposited or kept in the bonded 
warehouse except in full corked bottles duly scaled or capsuled . 
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11. (1) No foreign liquor stored in the bonded warehouse shall 

be issued to any person or removed therefrom to any 
other place , except under the cover of a pass granted in 
this behalf and on payment of the excise duty due on 

such removal or issue. 
( 2) If the licensee wants to issue or remove any quantity of 

foreign liquor from the bonded warehouse , he shall make 
an application to the Officer in charge of the Excise 

Division through the Officer in charge of that behalf. 
12. The licensee shall maintain from day to day in ink correct 
and true accounts of foreign liquor received in , issued from , and held 
in balance at the bonded warehouse . The accounts shall be maintain 
ed in form B. W. II . He shall also keep an inspection note book with 
pages numbered consecutively for inspecting officers to enter their 
remarks in it. 

13. Any loss in the foreign liquor stored in bond or issued there 
from if found excessive by the Commissioner of Excise and not satis 
factorily accounted for by the licensee shall be liable to the Excise duty 
at the full rates payable thereon . Excise duty on breakages exceeding 
one percent shall be paid by the licensee . 

14. A license for the storage in bond of foreign liquor shall be in 
form BW . I. 

15. The fee for the grant of a license in the form prescribed in 
rule 14 shall be one hundred Rupees per annum or part thereof. 

16. Such license shall not be granted for a period beyond the 31st 
March next following the date of its commencement. 

17. The licensee shall be bound by the general conditions applica 
ble to all abkari licensees and the conditions applicable to foreign liquor 
licensees, as notified by Government, from time to time, so far as they 
concern him . 

18 . The licensee shall observe and keep all the rules applicable to 
warehouses generally and for the issue of foreign liquor prescribed by 
Government and also all such further rules as may be made under the 
Act from time to time. 

19. The licensee shall be bound by such departmental orders 
affecting warehouse keepers as may be issued from time to time. 

20. The licensee is prohibited from holding within the area 
covered by this license any interest in the retail vend of foreign liquor or 
in the vend of other intoxicating liquors and from employing any such 
person who has such interest . This prohibition does not extend to the 
wholesale supply of foreign liquor to licensed vendors within the State 
on payment of duty, taxes and fees due to Government and on the 
strength of the permit issued by the Officer-in -charge of the Excise 
Division . 

21. All Excise Officers of and above the rank of Inspectors shall 
have authority to inspect the warehouse and to check the accounts. 

22. In the case of import under bond of foreign liquors the licensee 
shall first obtain an import permit from the Officer in charge of the 
Excise Division . The application for permit shall contain the following 
particulars : 
(a ) 

the name of the person desiring to make the import ; 
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(b ) the quantity and the description of liquor proposed to be 

imported ; 
(c ) the place from which it is proposed to be imported ; 
( d ) the route of transport; 
(e ) the period for which the permit is to be current. 

It shall be the duty of the licensee to see that in all cases the ex 
porter sends an advice of issue to the Commissioner of Excise and the 
Officer in charge of the Excise Division where the warehouse is situate 
and the Officer in charge of the warehouse . This advice must contain 
the following particulars: 

(1) quantity in litres ; 
(2 ) strength ; 
(3 ) equivalent in proof litres ; 
( 4 ) description ; 
(5 ) particulars of the consignment from which the liquors were 

bottled along with the number and date of the distillery 

permit , if any ; 
(6 ) number and date of the import permit issued by the Officer 

in charge of the Excise Division ; 
(7 ) number and date of the export permit issued by the Excise 

authority at the place of export. 
23. The consignment shall not be broken in bulk in transit and 
shall be open to verification at any time by an Abkari Officer not below 
the rank of an Excise Inspector . No consignment shall be opened at the 
destination except after it is first opened and verified by the Officer 
referred to above . 

24. Under no circumstances shall any license obtained under this 
notification be sold , transferred or sub -rented without the previous 
sanction of the Commissioner of Excise . 

25. Infraction of any of the conditions of the license or of these 
rules either by a licensee or by any person in his employment shall 
entail on the licensee or the person in his employment or both a fine up 
to one hundred rupees for each such infraction or the suspension or 
cancellation of the license and forfeiture of the fee or security paid by 
the licensee . The imposition of a fine will not stand as a bar to the 
prosecution of the licensee or the person in his employment for specific 
offences committed . The Commissioner of Excise is competent to 
impose the fines and penalties .

The following draft of certain rules which the Government of 
Kerala propose to make in exercise of the powers conferred by clause 
(b ) of sub -section ( 2) of section 367 and the proviso to section 443 of 
the Calicut City Municipal Act, 1961 (Act 30 of 1961) is hereby 
published for general information as required under clause (a ) of section 
368 of the said Act. 

Notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken into consi 
deration on or after 1-2-1962 and that any suggestion or objection 
which may be received from any person in respect of the said draft 
before the date specified above will be considered by the Government. 
Objections and suggestions shall be addressed to the Additional Secre 
tary to Government, Health and Labour Department, Secretariat, 
Trivandrum . 

DRAFT RULES 
1. (1 ) These rules may be called the Calicut Corporation Coun 
cillors Election Rules , 1961 . 

(2 ) In these rules, 

* Commissioner means the Commissioner of the Corporation of 
Calicut. 

2. ( 1) Not less than 30 days before the date fixed for the holding 
of an election , the Commissioner shall prepare and publish a notice in 
English and in the language of the locality stating :- 

(a ) the number of persons to be elected , 
(b ) the wards for which they are to be elected ; 

( c) the number of seats, if any, out of those for which elections 
are to be held , reserved in each ward for Scheduled castes ; 

(d ) the date on which , the place at which and the hours between 
which , nomination papers should be presented , an interval of at least 
seven days being allowed between the date of publication of the notice 
and the date for presentation of nomination papers ; 

(e) the date on which the nomination papers will be taken up 
for scrutiny, not being less than twenty days before the date of the 
election ; 

(f) the last day for withdrawal ofcandidatures which shall be the 
eighth day after the date for scrutiny of nominations ; 

(g ) the day on which , and the place or places where the votes of 
the electors will be taken , should there be a poll; and the hours during 
which the poll will be open , not being less than nine hours between 
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7 a . m . and 5 p . m .; with an interval of one hour between 12 noon and 
1 p . m .; and 

( h ) the day on which , and the place and hour at which , the 
Commissioner will commence the counting of the votes. 

(2) The notice shall be published by affixing it at the Municipal 
office and in two or more conspicuous places in each ward for which an 
election is to be held . 

3. The Government shall , as soon as may be , after the com 
mencement of these rules, by notification in the Gazette , publish a list 
of symbols and may in like manner add to or vary such list. 

Nomination of Candidates . 
4. (1) The nomination of every candidate shall be made by 
means of a nomination paper in Form I, which shall, on application , 
be supplied free of cost by the Commissioner to any elector whose name 
is on the electoral roll for the Corporation , 

( 2) Every nomination paper shall be signed by two electors of 
the ward concerned as proposer and seconder and the candidate shail 
sign a declaration on it expressing his willingness to stand for election . 

(3) The nomination paper shall also specify in the order of pre 
ference three symbols out of the list of symbols for the time being in 
force : 

Provided that the choice of symbols by the candidate shall be 
subject to such restrictions as the Government may deem fit to impose . 

(4 ) The same elector may sign as many nomination papers as 
there are vacancies to be filled but no more. Each candidate shall be 
nominated by a separate nomination paper . 

(5) Every nomination paper shall be presented by the candidate 
in person or by his proposer or seconder on the date at the place and 
during the hours appointed , to the Commissioner or to such other person 
as may be authorised by him in this behalf. The Commissioner or such 
other authorised person shall forthwith number the nomination papers 
serially in the order in which they are presented and enter on each 
nomination paper the time at which it is presented . 

In wards where seats are reserved for Scheduled Castes the 
candidate for that seat shall declare that he belongs to any one of the 
Scheduled Castes. This declaration shall be verified by 

a Gazetted 
Officer of the Revenue Department of the State Government. 

(6 ) Where a person has signed whether as proposer or seconder 
a larger number of nomination papers than there are vacancies to be 
filled , those of the papers so signed which have been first received 
up to the number of vacancies to be filled , shall be deemed to be 
valid , 

(7 ) The rejection of a nomination paper of any candidate on the 
ground of any irregularity in respect thereof shall not affect the 
validity of the nomination of the candidate if the candidate has been 
duly nominated by means of another nomination paper in respect oi 
which no irregularity has been committed . 

(8 ) No nomination paper shall be received after the appointed 
time on the date fixed for the presentation of nomination papers under 
Rule (2 ) 
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5. On the presentation of a nomination paper the Commissioner 
or other authorised person referred to in sub -rule (5 ) of rule 4 may 
require the person or persons presenting the same to produce a copy 
of the electoral roll on which the candidate and his proposer and 
seconder are registered or of the necessary entries therein and shall 
satisfy himself that the name and number of the candidate and his 
proposer and seconder as entered in the nomination paper are the 
same as those entered in the electoral roll . Where necessary , he shall 
direct that the former be amended so as to be in accordance with 
the latter . 

The Commissioner may interpret an entry in the electoral roll 
so as to overlook merely clerical or printing errors, but he shall record 
the interpretation adopted by him together with the reasons therefor . 

6. (1) On or before the date appointed for the presentation of 
nomination papers, each candidate wishing to stand for election as a 
Councillor shall deposit or cause to be deposited with the Commissioner , 
in cash a sum of twenty- five rupees, and no candidate shall be deemed 
to be duly nominated for any ward in respect of which such deposit 
has not been made. A separate deposit shall be required in respect 
of each ward for which the candidate wishes to stand . 

Explanation . - The delivery to the Commissioner of a receipt 
from any Government treasury or bank wherein the Corporation has 
an account, evidencing the payment by or on behalf of a candidate, 
to the credit of the Corporation of the amount required to be deposited 
under this sub-rule shall be deemed to be a deposit of such amount 
within the meaning of this sub-rule made by or on behalf of such 
candidate at the time of such delivery . 

(2 ) If a candidate by whome or on whose behalf the deposit 
referred to in sub -rule ( 1) has been made withdraws his candidature 
in the manner and within the time specified in sub -rule (1) of Rule 9 
or if the nomination of any such candidate is refused , the deposit shall 
be returned to the person by whom it was made ; and if any candidate 
dies before the commencement of the poll, any such deposit, if made 
by him , shall be returned to his legal representative or if not made by 
the candidate , shall be returned to the person by whom it was made. 

(3) If a candidate by whom or on whose behalf the deposit 
referred to in sub -rule (1) has been made is not elected and the 
number of votes polled by him does not exceed one-eighth of the total 
number of votes polled , divided by the number of members to be 
elected , the deposit shall be forfeited to the Corporation . 

(4 ) For the purpose of sub -rule (3) the number of votes polled 
shall be deemed to be the number of votes recorded on ballue Papers, 
other than rejected votes counted . 

(5 ) The deposit made in respect of a candidate who is not elected 
shall, if it is not forfeited under sub -rule ( 3), be returned to the candi 
date or to the person who has made the deposit on his behalf, as the 
case may be, as soon as may be, after the publication of the result of 
the election in the Government Gazette , and the deposit made in 
respect of a candidate who is elected shall be so returned as soon as 
may be after the candidate has taken his seat in the council or in 
pursuance of a direction by the Government for the return of the 
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deposit despite the fact that the seat has not been so taken by the 
candidate . 

(6 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -rules (2 ) and (5), 
where a candidate is duly nominated in more than one ward , not 
more than one of the deposits made by him or on his behalf shall be 
returned and the remainder shall be forfeited to the Corporation . 

Explanation . - For the purpose of this sub -rule , a candidate is said 
to be duly nominated , if his nomination is not rejected under sub-rule 
(2 ) of rule 8 . 

(7) A deposit required to be returned to any person under sub 
rule (2 ) or sub-rule (5) shall , if such person is dead , be returned to 
his legal representative . 

(8 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in this rule, a deposit 
made under sub -rule (1) shall not be returned unless a claim therefor 
is preferred by the person who made the deposit or by his legal 
representative , as the case may be, within six months of the date of 
the declaration by the Commissioner of the results of the election or 
where such declaration is made on two different dates , within six 
months of the later of such dates . 

7. On the day appointed for the receipt of nomination papers 
and immediately after the hour for their receipt is past, the Commis . 
sioner or other authorised person referred to in sub rule (5 ) of rule 4 
shall publish in the municipal office a list in Form II of all nominations 
received with a notice that the nomination papers will be taken up 
by the Commissioner for scrutiny at the municipal office or other 
specified place on the date appointed under rule 2 at the hour 
specified . 

SCRUTINY OF NOMINATION PAPERS . 
8. (1) On the date appointed for the scrutiny of nominations, the 
candidates , one proposer and one seconder of each candidate , and one 
other person duly authorised in writing by each candidate , and except 
for the purpose of assisting the Commissioner no other person , may 
attend at such time and place as may be specified under rule 7 and the 
Commissioner shall give such persons all reasonable facilities to examine 
the nomination papers of all candidates which have been received as 
a foresaid . 

(2 ) The Commissioner shall then examine the nomination 
papers and shall decide all objections which may be made at the time 
to any nomination and may either on such objection or on his own 
motion after such summary inquiry , if any, as he thinks necessary , 
reject any nomination on any of the following grounds : 

(i) that the candidate is ineligible for election under the pro 
visions of the Act ; 

(ii ) that the proposer or seconder is a person whose name is no 
registered on the electoral roll ; 

(iii) that there has been any failure on the part of the candidate 
or his proposer or seconder to comply with any of provisions of 
rule 4 or 6 ; 

(iv) that the signaturc of the candidate or any proposer or 
secɔnder is not genuine or has been obtained by fraud ; 
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(v) that, in case the election is solely for a seat or seats reserved 
for Scheduled Castes the candidate is himself not a member of the 
Scheduled Castes : 

Provided that the nomination of a candidate shall not be rejected 
merely on the ground of any technical defect which is not of a sub 
stantial charactor or an incorrect description of his name or of the name 
of his proposer or seconder, or of any other particulars relating to the 
candidate or his proposer or seconder as entered on the electoral roll , 
if the identity of the candidate, proposer or seconder, as the case may 
be , is established beyond reasonable doubt. 

(3 ) The scrutiny shall be completed the day appointed in 
this behalf under rule 2 and no adjournment of the proceedings shall be 
allowed except for cases beyond the control of the Officer doing the 
scrutiny. Provided that in case an objection is made the candidate 
concerned may be allowed time to rebut it not later than the next day 
but onc following the date fixed for scrutiny, and the Commissioner 
shall record his decision on the date to which the proceedings have 
been adjourned. 

(4 ) The Commissioner shall endorse on each nomination paper 
his decision accepting or rejecting the same and, if the nomination 
paper is rejected , shall record in writing a brief statement of his reasons 
for such rejection . 

9. (1) Any candidate may withdraw his candidature by notice in 
writing signed by him and delivered to the Commissioner at or before 
3 o clock in the afternoon on the eighth day after the date appointed by 
the Commissioner for scrutiny of nominations. A candidate who has 
withdrawn his candidature shall not be allowed to cancel the with 
drawal or to be renominated as a candidate for the same election : 

Provided that if that day is a public holiday within the meaning of 
section 25 of the Negotiable Instruments Act, 1881 (XXVI of 1881) or 
has been notified by the Government as a day to be observed as a holi 
day in Government offices, the notice of withdrawal of the candidate 
shall be considered as having been delivered in due time if it is deliver 
ed before three o clock in the afternoon on the next succeeding day 
which is neither such a public holiday nor a day so notified. 

(2) The Commissioner , on receiving a notice of withdrawal, 
shall as soon asmay be, cause a notice of the withdrawal to be published 
on the notice board of the Municipal Ofic. 

10. ( 1) After 3 o clock in the afternoon of the last date fixed for 
withdrawal, the Election Officer shall prepare a list in Form III of 
persons whose nominations have not been rejected and who have not 

withdrawn their candidature and publish it on the notice board of the 
- Corporation Office. 

(2 ) The Commissioner shall formally assign symbols to the validly 
nominated candidates. He shall be guided by the following principles 
in assigning symbols : 

(a) If Government have assigned symbols to political parties, 
he shall assign those symbols to candidates who belong to those political 
parties . 
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(b ) In double member wards where seats are itserved for 
Scheduled Castes and if the same political party has candidates for the 
reserved seat and for the remaining seat, the same symbol shall be 
assigned to both the candidates . But the symbol of the candidate for 
reserved seat will be enclosed in thick black circles . 

After assigning the symbols to party candidates, the 
Cominissioner shall assign the symbols of the first choice to such candi 
dates whose first choice does not clash with the first choice of any other 
candidate. 

(d ) After assignment of symbols as provided in clauses (a ), (b ) 
and (c), if more candidates than one indicate their preferences for the 
same symbol, the Commissioner shall after notice to the candidates 
concerned decide by lot to which of the candidates the symbol will be 
assigned . The decision of the Commissioner shall be final. 

( 3 ) The list shall contain the names of the candidates in 
alphabet order and shall describe them as in their nomination 
papers. It shall be prepared in English and in the language of the 
locality . The list shall show against the names of candidates the 
symbols assigned to them . 

11. The following provisions shall apply in respect of candidates 
where there is no reserved seat and who have been duly nominated and 
have not withdrawn their candidature in themanner and within the 
time specified in sub -rule (1 ) of Rule 9 

(a ) if there is only one candidate , the Election Officer shall 
declare him to be duly elected ; 

(b ) if there is no candidate , election proceedings shall be 
started afresh for filling up the vacancy, in all respects as if for a new 
election ; and 

(c) if the number of candidates exceeds one, a poll shall be 
taken . 

12. ( 1) The provisions of this rule shall apply in relation to any 
election in a ward where the seats to be filled include a reserved seat. 

( 2 ) If the number of candidates qualified to be chosen to fill the 
reserved seat is one, then that candidate shall be forthwith declared 
to be elected to fill the reserved seat, and the procedure laid down in 
Rule 11 shall be followed for filling the remaining seat. 

(3) If there are only two candidates and if both are qualified to be 
chosen to fill the reserved seat, the Commissioner shall first select by 
lot, to be drawn by him in such manner as he may determine the 
candidate to be declared elected to the reserved seat out of the two 
candidates and then declare the candidate so selected to be duly elected 
to fill the reserved seat and thereafter declare the remaining candidate 
to be duly elected to fill the remaining seat. 

(4 ) If the number of candidates qualified to be chosen to fill the 
reserved seat exceeds one and the total number of candidates also 
exceeds the totalnumber of seats to be filled , the procedure laid down 
in Rule 11 shall be followed , and after the poll has been taken , the 
Commissioner shall first declare the candidate who, being qualified 
to be chosen to fill the reserved seat, has secured the largest number of 
votes, to be duly elected to fill the reserved seat, and then declare such 
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of the remaining candidate as has secured the largest number of votes 
to be duly elected to fill the remaining seat. 

14. ( 1) If a poll has to be taken , the Election Officer , shall 
appoint a Presiding Officer for each polling station and such Polling 
Officer or officers as he thinks necessary , and may also, if necessary, 
appoint one or more identifying officers to assist the Presiding Officer 
in identifying the electors, but he shall not appoint any person who has 
been employed , on behalf of or has otherwise been working for a 
candidate in or about the election . The Presiding and Polling Officers 
shall neither be councillors for the wards for which the poll is to be 
taken nor registered electors therein ,. nor any person who is an officer 
or other employee of the Corporation . 

Provided that if a Polling Officer is absent from the polling station 
the Presiding Officer may appoint a person who is present at the polling 
station , other than a person who has been employed by or on behalfof 
or has been otherwise working for a candidate in or about the election 
or a councillor of the ward for which a poll is to be taken or a registered 
elector therein , to be the Polling Officer during the absence of the 
former officer and inform the Commissioner accordingly . 

(2) The Polling Officer shall, if so directed by the Presiding Officer , 
perform all or any of the functions of a Presiding Officer under the Act 
or any rules or orders made thereunder . 

( 3) If the Presiding Officer , owing to illness or other unavoidable 
cause, is obliged to absent himself from the polling station , his function 
shall be performed by such Polling Ollicer as has been previously 
authorised by the Commissioner to perform such functions during such 
absence . 

(4 ) References in these Rules to the Presiding Officer shall unless 
the context otherwise requires, be deemed to include any person 
performing any function which he is authorised to perform under sub 
rule ( 2 ) or sub rule ( 3) as the case may be . 

(5 ) The Commissioner may also , if necessary , appoint one or 
more identifying officers to assist the Presiding Officers in identifying the 
electors . 

(6 ) If after the taking of a poll has become necessary and before 
the poll is taken , a candidate who has been duly nominated dies the 
Commissioney shall upon being satisfied of the fact of the death of the 
candidate, Countermand the poll ; and election proceedings shall be 
started afresly in all respects as if for a new election : 

Provided that no fresh nomination shall be necessary in the case 
of a candidate who stood nominated at the time of the countermanding 
of the poll. 

POSTAL VOTING 
14. ( 1) If any public servant who is an elector for any ward is, by 
reason of his being on duty at a polling station , unable to be present 
and vote at the polling station where he is entitled to vote, he may 
apply to the Commissioner at least seven days before the date fixed for 
the poll in that ward for permission to vote at the election by postal 
ballot. Every such application shall specify the name of the elector, 
his address and his serial number in the Electoral Roll. 
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( 2 ) If the Commissioner is satisfied that the claim is just and 
that the applicant is entitled to vote in the ward , he shall allow the 
application and permit the applicant to give his vote there at by postal 
ballot. 

( 3) While allowing such an application , the Commissioner shall 
cause suitable notes to be recorded in each copy of the Electoral Roll 
in which the applicant is registered and which is intended to be used 
at the polling station where the applicant would otherwise have 
normally voted so as to indicate that the applicant has been permitted 
to give his vote at the election by postal ballot. 

15. (1 ) If permission is given to an elector to vote by postal 
ballot, the Commissioner shall send by registered post to each of such 
electors a ballot paper in Form IV and shall enter on the counterfoil 
of each ballot paper the name of the elector to whom the ballot paper 
is sent and his serial number on the Electoral Roll . The particulars 
in the ballot paper shall be printed in the language or languages in 
which the Electoral Roll for the ward to which the election relates has 
been printed , and the names of the candidates shall be printed on the 
ballot paper in the same order in which the names of such candidates 
appear in the list of validly nominated candidates with their respective 
symbols. Where the seats to be filled include seat reserved for 
Scheduled Castes, the names of the candidates belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes shall be indicated on the ballot paper by means of 
suitable distinguishing marks : 

Provided that Government, if they are satisfied that the number 
ofelectors entitled to vote by postal ballot at an election is small, direct 
that the names of candidates on the ballot paper and the distinguishing 
marks, if any , to be indicated against such name, shall either be typed 
or be in manuscript as Governmentmay deem fit . 

(2 ) The Commissioner shall send the ballot paper to such 
elector in the address given in the application by registered post. 

16. Every such elector on receiving the ballot paper shall record his 
vote and sign the declaration on its back in accordance with the instruc 
tions at the back and shall send the same to the Commissioner so as to 
reach him before 5 p . m . on the date fixed for the poll in the particular 
ward . 

VOTING 
17. The Presiding Officer shall keep order at the station , shall see 
that the election is fairly conducted and regulate the number of electors 
to be admitted at one time, and shall exclude all other persons except 
the polling officers , the candidates, one agent of each candidates, at a 
time (hereinafter referred to as the polling agent) appointed in writing 
by the candidate , the police on duty, and such persons as may be ad 
mitted for the purpose of identifying the electors. 

18. The ballot box shall be so constructed that the ballot papers can 
be introduced therein but cannot be withdrawn therefrom without the 
box being unlocked. The Presiding Officer will display inside and out 
side the polling station on posters the names of candidates in the order 
in which they appear in the nomination list with the symbols assigned 
to them . Just before the commencement of the poll the Presiding 
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Officer shall show the ballot box as empty to such persons as may be 
present at the polling station and shall then lock it up and place seals 
upon it in such manner as to prevent its being opened without breaking 
such seals and place it in the view of the Presiding Officer , the candi 
dates and their agents, for the receipt of the ballot papers . The key of 
the ballot box shall be placed under seal. 

19. The Commissioner shall provide for each Presiding Officer such 
number of Polling Officers as may be necessary and shall supply him 
with a copy of the Electoral Rolls , a list of nominations, ballot papers 
and boxes, and such other papers, stationery and forms as may be 
necessary . The Commissioner shall also furnish the Presiding Officer 
information as to the number of vacancies for which the election is to 
be held . 

20. The ballot papers shall be in Form V. The ballot papers shall 
be serially numbered . In a ward where there is a reserved seat, the 
name of every candidate standing for the reserved seat shall be marked 
with an asterisk and a foot-note : to indicate that detail shall be included . 

21. Immediately before a ballot paper is handed over to an elector, 
the Presiding Officer shall note the serial number of the ballot paper 
issued against the elector s name in the Electoral Roll. 

22. The elector on receiving the ballot paper shall forthwith 
proceed to one of the polling compartments and there make a mark on 
the ballot paper on or near the symbol of the candidate or each of the 
candidates for whom he intends to vote , by means of a rubber stamp, 
to be provided in the polling compartment. The impression of the 
stamp would be a simple cross enclosed in a circle (whose diameter will 
normally be 1 centimeter ) . The elector shall then fold the ballot 
paper so as to conceal his vote and insert the ballot paper so folded 
into the ballot box in the presence of the Presiding Officer. Every 
elector shall vote without undue delay and shall quit the polling station 
as soon as he has inserted his ballot paper into the ballot box . No 
elector shall be allowed to enter a polling compartment when another 
elector is inside it . 

23. If owing to blindness or other physical infirmity , an elector is 
unable to recognise the symbol on the ballot paper or make a mark 
thereon , the Presiding Officer shall record the vote in the ballot paper 
in accordance with the wishes of the elector as provided for in rule 23 
and fold it up so as to conceal the vote . The elector shall then himself 
or with the assistance of the Presiding Officer insert the ballot paper 
into the ballot box . When acting under this rule , the Presiding Officer 
shall observe as much secrecy as is feasible and shall keep a brief record 
of each such instance but shall not indicate therein themanner in which 
any vote has been given . 

24. When a person presents himself to vote and at any time before 
a ballot paper is supplied to him , the Presiding or Pollling Officer may 
of his own accord and shall , if so required by a candidate or polling 
agent, put to such person the following questions : 
(i) Are you the person enrolled as follows (reading the whole 

entry from the roll) ; 
G. 4329 
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(i ) Have you already voted at the present election in this ward ; 
(iii) ( At a general election ) have you already voted at this 

general election in any other ward ; 
and the person shall not be supplied with a ballot paper unless he gives 
an unqualified answer to the question or questions put to him and 
unless his answer to the first question is in the affirmative and the 
second in the negative and in the case of a general election , the third also 
in the negative. Except as mentioned herein , and subject to the provi 
sions of the Act every person whose name is found in the Electoral Roll 
of the ward shall be entitled to be supplied with a ballot paper . 

25. (1) . If a person representing himself to be a particular clector 
named in the Electoral Roll applies for a ballot paper after another 
person has already voted as such elector , the applicant shall after duly 
answering such questions as the Presiding or Polling Officer may ask , be 
entitled to receive a ballot paper referred to as a " tendered ballot paper" 
in the samemanner as any other clector. 

(2 ) A tendered ballot paper shall be in Form VI and shall be 
handed over by such person to the Presiding Officer who shall there 
upon take such person inside the polling compartment and shall in the 
presence of such person endorse it with the name or names of the 
candidate or candidates for whom such person desires to vote and also 
with the name of the elector , and his serial number in the Electoral 
Roll of the ward to which the roll relates . The Presiding Officer shall 
then place the ballot paper in a separate packet set apart for the 
purpose. At the end of the poll the packet containing all such tendered 
ballot papers shall be sealed . Such votes shall not be counted by the 
Commissioner. 

(3 ) The name of the elector, his serial number in the Electoral 
Roll and the ward to which the roll retates shall be entered in a list in 
Form VII which shall bear the heading " Tendered Votes List" . The 
person tendering such ballot paper shall sign his name or affix his 
thumb impression against the entry relating to him in that list. 

Explanation . In cases falling under this rule to which Rule 26 is 
also applicable the provisions of this rule as well as of Rule 27 shall be 
followed . 

26. (1) If any candidate or polling agent declares and under 
takes to prove that any person by applying for a ballot paper and 
claiming to be a particular elector has committed the offence of 
personation , the Presiding Officer may require such person to enter in 
the list of challenged votes which shall be in Form VIII his name and 
address and if he is unable to write, to affix his thumb impression 
thereto and may further require such person to produce evidence of 
identification : 

Provided that no action shall be taken by the Presiding Officer 
under this sub -rule unless a sum of two rupecs has been deposited in 
cash with the Presiding Officer by the candidate or agent for each 
challenge he makes . 

( 2) If such person complies with such requisition and on being 
questioned in the manner prescribed in Rule 24 gives unqualified 
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answers to the first question in the affirmative and the second in the 
negative , and in the case of a general election the third also in the 
negative , he shall be allowed to vote after he has been informed of the 
penalty for personation . 

(3 ) If the Presiding Officer after such inquiry on the spot as he 
thinks necessary , is of opinion that the challenge made by the candidate 
or his agent under sub -rule ( 1) is frivolous and has not been made in 
good faith , he shall direct that the deposit made under sub-rule 
(1 ) is to be forfeited to the Corporation and nis order in that respect 
shall be final. 

(4) If the deposit made under sub -rule (1) is not forfeited under 
sub -rule (3) it shall be returned to the person by whom it was made 
after the close of the poll on the day on which it was made. 

(5 ) The Presiding Officer shall in every case, whether or not the 
person challenged is allowed to vote , make a note of the circum . 
stances in the list of challenged votes . 

27. (1) Where the proceedings at any polling station are seriously 
interrupted or obstructed by any riot or open violence or otherwise or 
where a large number of electors are unable to attend the poll at the 
polling station by reason of any natural calamities such as flood or fire , 
the Presiding Officer shall stop the poll, pending the receipt of the 
orders of the Commissioner . The fact that the poll has been so stopped 
shall be immediately announced by the Presiding Officer to the persons 
present at the polling station . 

(2) Where a Presiding Officer stops a poll under sub -rule (1), he 
shall observe the procedure laid down in Rules 28 and 29 and forthwith 
make a full report of the circumstances to the Commissioner. 

( 3) The Commissioner shall thereupon ordet : 

(a ) that the poll be continued at the polling station for the 
number of hours for which it was not held on the previous occasion or ; 

(b ) that the proceedings at the poll held at the polling station 
on the previous occasion be ignored and that a fresh poll be held at 
such polling station for the full number of hours for which it should 
have been held on the previous occasion . 

Any order passed by the Commissioner under this sub-rule shall be 
final: 

(1) Any order passed under sub-rule ( 3) shall : 
(a ) state 

(i) the date on which and the hours between which the 
continuation poll or the fresh poll, as the case may be. shall be held ; 
and 

(ü ) the date on which , and the place and hour at which , 
the counting of the votes will commence under Rule 30 . 

(b ) be published in the manner laid down in sub -rule (2) of 
Rule 2 not less than seven days before the date fixed for the continua . 
tion poll or for the fresh poll, as the case may be. 

( 5) (a ) Where an order is passed by the Commissisoner under 
clause (a ) of sub-rule ( 3) for the continuation of the poll he shall 


proceed afresh under sub-rule (1) of Rule 13 and return to the Presid . 
ing Officer appointed under that sub -rule, all the packets received by 
nim under sub -rule (2 ) of this rule . 

(b ) The Presiding Officer shall open the packet just before the 
commencement of the continuation poll in the presence of such persons 
as may be present at the polling station and commence such poll 
precisely at the hour fixed therefor in the order passed by the Com . 
missioner under clause (a ) of sub -rule ( 3) . 

(c) At the continuation poll , the Presiding Officer shall allow 
only such electors to vote as did not vote on the previous occasion . 

(6 ) Where an order is passed under clause (b ) of sub-rule (3) for 
holding a fresh poll, the Commissioner shall proceed afresh under 
sub -rules (1) and (5 ) of Rule 13 and a fresh poll shall be held at the 
polling station concerned in accordance with the provisions of these 
rules in all respects as if it were being held at such polling station for 
the first time. 

Explanation .-- There shall be no fresh nomination in cases falling 
under this sub -rulc . 

(7) Notwithstanding anything contained in this rule, if a candidate 
dies at any time before orders are passed by the Commissioner under 
sub -rule ( 3) or at any time after the passing of such orders but before 
the commencement of the continuation poll or of the fresh poll, as the 
case may be, the Commissioner shall , upon being satisfied on the fact 
of the death of the candidate, stop all further proceedings in connection 
with the election , and start election proceedings afresh in all respects 
as if for a new election by the ward concerned : 

Provided that no.fresh nomination shall be necessary in the case 
of the remaining candidates who stood nominated at the timewhen the 
poll was stoped . 

28. Immediately after the close of the poll , the Presiding Officer 
shall, in the presence of such of the candidates and their polling agents 
as may be in attendance, close the slit for insertion of ballot papers 
of each box, seal up the slit and seal and secure, all the ballot boxes 
used at the polling station . The ballot boxes shall be wrapped in 
covering paper and sealed again . He shall, also make up into separate 
packets and seal with his own seal and scals of such candidates or 
polling agents as may desire to affix their seals . 

( 1) the keys of such boxes ; 
( 2) the unused ballot papers ; 
(3 ) the tendered ballot papers ; 
(4 ) the marked copy of the Electoral Roll ; 
(5 ) tendered votes lists ; 
(6 ) the list of challenged votes ; 
( 7) list of infirm voters ; and 

(8 ) any other paper directed by the Cominissioner to be kept 
in sealed pes. 
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29. The packets shall be forwarded at once by the Presiding Officer 
to the Commissioner accompanied by a statement in Form IX . Each 
packet shall be numbered and shall bear a note as to its contents. 

30. (1) On the date and at the time and place appointed for the 
counting of votes, the Commissioner shall proceed as follows : 

(i) All the ballot boxes placed for the counting of votes shall 
be counted and checked and the Commissioner shall satisfy himself 
that all the ballot boxes used at the poll have been received and 
accounted for . 

(ii) The Commissioner shall then allow the candidates and 
their counting agents (who may be appointed in writing by the candi. 
date ) present at the counting an opportunity to inspect the ballot boxes 
and their seals for satisfying themselves that they are in order . 

(iii) The Commissioner shall also satisfy himself that none of 
the boxes has in fact been tampered with . If any ballot box is found 
by the Commissioner to have been tampered with or destroyed or lost , 
the Commissioner shall postpone the counting of votes until further 
orders of Government are received in this behalf, and forthwith make a 
full report of the circumstances to the Government. The Government 
may , thereupon , issue such orders in the matter as they consider neces 
sary in the circumstances of the case . The orders passed by the 
Government under this clause shall be final. 

( iv ) If the Commissioner is satisfied that all the ballot boxes 
used at the poll have been received and arc in order he shall take up 
the counting of votes on ballot papers contained in the ballot boxes . 
All the ballot boxes uscd at any polling station shall be opened at the 
same time. Every ballot box shall be so dealt with that its contents 
may not get mixed up with the contents of any other ballot box . 

( v ) The Commissioner shall allow the candidates and their 
counting agents who may be present reasonablc opportunity to inspect 
all votes on ballot papers, which in the opinion of the Commissioner 
are liable to be rejected but shallnot allow them to handle those or any 
other ballot papers. The Commissioner shall on every ballot paper the 
vote on which is rejected , endorse the word " rejected " . If any candi 
date or counting agent questions the correctness of the rejection of any 
vote, on any ballot paper, the Commissioner shall also record briefly 
on such ballot paper the grounds for its rejection . A brief record shall 
be kept of the serial numbers of all ballot papers the votes on which 
are rejected and ofsuch particulars as will identify the ballot box in 
which each such ballot paper was found . Every vote which is not re 
jected shall be deemed to be valid and shall be counted : 

Provided that no packet containing tendered ballot papers shall be 
opened and no such ballot paper shall be counted. 

( 2 ) The Commissioner shall maintain a result shcet in Form Xin 
respect ofall ballot papers taken ont of the ballot boxes . 

(3) After the counting of votes recorded on ballot papers contained 
in all the ballot boxes used at a polling station has been completed and 
the entry in respect thereof made in Form X the Commissioner shall 
announce the particulars in such entry . 
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(4 ) After all the valid votes recorded on ballot papers at cach of 
the polling stations have been counted , the ballot papers shall be 
placed in a separate packetwhich shall be sealed and on which shall be 
recorded the following particulars , namely : 

(a ) the name of the ward and the number of the polling station . 
(b ) the name of the candidates. 
(c ) the date of the poll. 

(d ) the date of counting . 

(5) Each packet of rejected votes on ballot papers shall be sealed 
and the particulars specified in the above sub -rule shall be recorded 
thereon . 

(6 ) After the counting of ballot papers contained in the boxes 
used at all the polling stations in the ward has been completed , the 
Commissioner shall, with respect to the postal ballot papers received by 
him before 5 p . m . on the date of poll proceed as follows : 

(a ) The Commissioner shall open or cause to be opened all 
covers containing the postal ballot papers received by him and collect 
the ballot papers contained therein and after scrutiny separate or cause 
to be separated the ballot papers which he deems valid from those 
which he rejects, endorsing on the latter the word " rejected ” and the 
ground of rejection . 

(b ) The Commissioner shall then count or cause to be counted 
the valid votes given to each candidate and shall record a statement 
showing the total number of votes given to each candidate. 

(c) The Commissioner shall then seal in separate packets the 
valid and rejected postal ballot papers and write on each packet the 
description of its contents and the name of the ward and the date of 
election to which it refers . 

(7) The Commissioner shall as far as practicable proceed con 
tinuously with the counting of votes and shall during any intervals 
when the counting has to be suspended , keep the ballot papers, packets 
and other documents relating to the election sealed with his own seal 
and the seals of such candidates or counting agents as may desire to 
aflix their seals and shall cause adequate precautions to be taken for 
their safe custody. 

(3) After the counting of ballot papers contained in all the ballot 
boxes and votes recorded on postal ballot papers has been completed , 
the Commissioner shall record the total number of votes polled by each 
candidato . 

31. (1) A ballot paper contained in a ballot box shall be rejected 


(a ) it bears any mark or writing by which the elector can be 
identified ; 

(b ) it bears any serial number or mark different from the serial 
numbers or marks of ballot papers authorised for use at the polling 
station or the polling booth at which the ballot box in which it was 
found was used ; 
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(c ) the Commissioner is satisfied that it is a spurious ballot 
paper or that it has been so damaged or mutilated that its identity as a 
genuine ballot paper cannot be established ; 

( d ) votes are given on it in favour ofmore candidates than there 
are members to be elected ; 

(e ) no vote is recorded thereon ; 

(f) mark indicating the vote is placed on the ballot paper in such 
a manner as to make it doubtful to which candidate the vote has been 
given : 

Provided that when an elector has more votes than one and his 
ballot paper has not been rejected under the sub rules (a ) to (e) , the 
vote or votes other than the rejected vote shall be duly counted . 

(2 ) A postal ballot paper which is not duly marked or on which 
more than one mark is placed against any candidate s nameor on which 
votes are given to more candidates than there are members to be 
elected , or on which a mark is placed in such a manner as to make it 
doubtful to which candidate it has been given or on which the 
signature of the elector is not duly attested shall be invalid : 

Provided in the case of a plural member ward where more than 
one vote can be given on the same ballot paper, if any vote is given by 
a mark which was not been duly made or by placing more marks 
than one against any candidate s name or if any of the marks is so 
placed as to render it doubtful to which candidate it has been given , 
only the vote concerned , but not the whole ballot paper , shall be 
invalid on that account. 

(3 ) The decision of the Commissioner as to the validity of a 
ballot paper contained in a ballot box shall be final subject to any 
decision to the contrary given on the trial of an election petition 
calling in question the election . 

32. (1) After the Commissioner has completed the scrutiny and 
counting of votes, he shall prepare a return of the result of the polling 
in Form XI and shall, subject to the provisions of Rule 30 declare that 
the candidate or candidates to whom most valid votes have been 
given , has or have been duly elected . 

( 2) Any candidate or his agent shall, application , be permitted 
to take a copy or an extract from the return in Form XI. 

33. The Commissioner shall not open the sealed packets containing 
the tendered ballot papers or the marked copies of the Electoral Roll. 

34. Upon the completion of the counting and the declaration of 
the results, the Commissioner shall seal up in separate packets 

( 1) the ballot papers , all or some of the votes on which have 
been counted ; and 

(2 ) the ballot papers, all the votes on which have been rejected , 
and shall mark on each packet the number of papers it contains. A 
note shall be made giving a description of the contents of each packet 
and the election to which it relates . 
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DISPOSAL OF BALLOT PAPERS 
35. ( 1) The Commissioner shall, after declaring the result, 
forward a copy of the return to the Mayor of the Corporation and 
shall retain in his custody the packets of ballot papers , whether 
counted , rejected or tendered . These packets shall not be opened and 
their contents shall not be inspected or produced except under the 
orders of an election or other competent court. 

( 2 ) The Commissioner shall retain the packets and the marked 
copies of the electoral roll for a year and shall then unless otherwise 
directed by the orders ofan election or other competent court, cause 
them to be destroyed . 

GENERAL 
36. ( 1) If any person has been elected for more wards than one he 
shall by notice in writing signed by him intimate to the Commissioner 
the ward for which he chooses to serve . Such intimation shall reach 
the Commissioner within twenty -four hours of the latest of the decla 
rations of the results of elections in the ward for which such person 
stood as a candidate . 

(2 ) On receipt of the intimation , the Commissioner shall declare 
the said person to have been elected for the ward chosen by him . In 
default of such intimation , the Commissioner shall declare him to have 
been elected for any one of the wards. In either case, election pro 
ceedings shall be started afresh for filling up the vacancy in the other 
ward or wards for which such person has been clected . 

37. If there is an equality of votes between any two or more candi 
dates the Commissioner shall , after notice to the candidates concerned 
decide by drawing lots which candidate or candidates he shall declare 
to have been elected . 

38. The name or names of the candidate or candidates duly elected 
shall be forwarded without delay by the Commissioner to the Govern 
ment and shall also be published on the notice board of the Corporation 
Office , and in the Government Gazette . 

39. (1) If any question arises as to the interpretation of these rules 
otherwise than in connection with an inquiry held under the rules for 
the decision of disputes as to the validity of an election , the question 
shall be referred to the Government whose decision shall be final. 

(2 ) Pending the decision of the Government on any such reference 
made to them or the issue of final orders on any inquiry which the 
Government may institute upon receipt of information that an election 
is being or about to be held in contravention of the rules, it shall be 
lawful for the Government to direct the stay of the election proceedings 
at any stage thereof prior to the declaration of the results. Any election 
held or continued in contravention of the orders of the Government 
under this rule shall be void and of no effect whatsoever. 

( 3) Unless it is otherwise ordered by the Government election 
proceedings stayed under this rule shall, on cancellation of the stay 
order, proceed from the stage at which they were stayed on fresh dates 
to be fixed .

(iv ) After it has been so filed , the Registering Officer shall 
authenticate the copy by his signature with date and shall also affix 
to it the seal of his office. He shall write his signature and affix the seal 
in such a manner that the signature and the impression of the seal 
shall appear partly upon the butt and partly on the sheet pasted 
thereto . 

(v ) When a copy consists ofmore than one sheet, each sheet 
shall be pasted to a separate butt and the Registering Officer shall 
endorse on it the number of the sheet and the number of the document 
of which it forms part and shall affix his signature, with date and the 
seal of his office to such endorsement in the manner laid down in clause 
(iv), the seal being dispensed with in the case of the sheet on which the 
authentication seal has already been affixed .
